NO NEWSIS BAD NEWS 
IN SOUTH AFRICA

You have probably heard the old 
cliche ‘No news is good news’”’. 
It came to mind recently as I was 
reflecting on the situation in 
South Africa. Not long ago, the 
government in South Africa put 
a ban on all radio and television 
news coverage of the situations 
of unrest in their country. When 
there are riots and other distur- 
bances where the police choose 
to use force on the poor black 
masses, which is an everyday 
occurance, all journalist are 
required to cease their reporting. 


I have heard many South Afri- 
can officials give their rationale 
for this reactionary decision, 
most of them suggest that the 
problems in the country would 
not exist if the media were not 
giving such attention to the 
restlessness and struggles of the 
people. The South African 
government seems to believe 
that by ignoring the problems 
they will cease to exist. It leads 
one to ask the proverbial ques- 
tion, If a tree falls in the forest 
and no one is there to hear or 
see it, did the tree actually fall? 
Common sense leads us to 
answer this question in the 
affirmative. The South African 
government, however, would 
have us to think that if we see 
nor hear the “bad” news from 
their country we should regard 
this as good news. You and I 
know that the very opposite is 
the case. News coverage or not, 


the situation in South Africa is 
socio-politically depressing and 
abominable. 


To be sure, there are indeed 
times when the news media are 
guilty of “overkill” and have 
bombarded the western public 
with trivia and propaganda-- 
preying on our curiosity about 
frivolity. 


Such was the case recently with 
the unending amount of atten- 
tion which was given to Prince 
Charles’ and Lady Di’s visit to 
the U.S.A. However, at other 
junctures the media, especially 
television, have helped to shape 
and reflect the best of public 
opinion and, thereby, have saved 
millions of lives. One thinks of 
the situation in Ethiopia. The 
problems in that country remain 


‘desperate, however it would 


have been totally devastating 
were it not for the media. When 
the television reports were 
beamed into our homes last year 
by the British Broadcasting 
Company, public awareness and 
opinion changed drastically. The 
graphic portraits of dying child- 
ren, despondent mothers and 
desperate fathers, struck a cord 
of empathy within all of us and 
we responded to relief efforts in 
an unprecedented way. Enter- 
tainers, politicians, religious 
leaders and common people gave 
unselfishly to the cause, our 
denomination gave a sum of 
$50,000 at one time. This event 
proves that the knowledge 
which the media offer, can 
indeed shape public opinion in 


a positive way. 


In South Africa, then, the media- 
-by helping to shape public 
opinion, may represent one last 
ray of hope whereby the outside 
world to help the South Africans 
avoid a “blood bath’, to use 
Bishop Desmond Tutu’s very 
graphic phrase. The South Afri- 
can government is aware of this, 
that is why they do not want any 
television or radio coverage in 
sensitive areas. In fact the media 
have been partially responsible 
for uniting public opinion and 
bringing pressure upon the 
South African government, and 
thereby causing them to make 
the very insignificant changes 
that they have recently made. 
We respond very intimately to 
visual images. 


Knowing this, the facist govern- 
ment is attempting to nip the 
movement in the bud by block- 
ing all television and radio news 
coverage. But we, as Christians, 
should pray prophetically-which 
implies taking necessary socio- 
political actions, for the end of 
the media black out and, more 
importantly, for the end of the 
atrocious system of aparthied. 
We should pray for news, for no 
news from South Africa is bad 
news, as black men, women and 
children die daily at the hands 
of their repressive government. 
No news is bad news, in South 
Africa. I pray that the black out 
will have ended by the time that 
you read this article.

‘Preparing To Minister To 
Human Needs” was the focus for 
the 78th Annual Holy Convoca- 
tion Training Institute. The 
Minister’s Class, in particular, 
focused on equipping the minis- 
ter to meet his psychological, 
economic, personal, and spirit- 
ual needs. One of the many 
highlights during the four day 
class session was, a special 
presentation on Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon’s Unification Church, 
commonly referred to as the 
Moonies. 


The Saturday presentation was 
made by Elder Charles E. Haw- 
thorne of Ann Arbor, Michigan. 
Elder Hawthorne began by 
explaining how the Moon doc- 
trine was being packaged and 
sent to pastors around the coun- 
try. He also explained how his 
jurisdictional bishop, Bishop P. 
A. Brooks, conducted a special 
seminar on the Moonies and 
then commissioned a group of 
five elders to research their 
doctrine and critique it. What 
Elder Hawthorne presented, 
then, was the result of the 
research he and four other men: 
Elder Louis Andrews, Elder John 
Davis, Elder Robert Smith, Jr., 
and Elder Virgil Thomas; had 
conducted and put in printed 
form.

Further academic 
pursuits followed at De Paul 
University School of Law in 
Chicago, Illinois (Doctor of Juris- 
prudence degree) and Memphis 
Theological Seminary (Master of 
Arts in Religion degree). While 
studying in Chicago, J. O., Jr., 
worshipped at St. Paul Church 
of God in Christ under the 
pastorate of First Assistant 
Presiding Bishop Louis H. Ford. 


Following admittance to the 
practice of law in the states of 
Illinois and Tennessee, Elder 
Patterson’s concern for human- 
ity led him to seek election to 
public office. For more than

entitled, Moon Doctrine vs. 


Christian Doctrine, A Theolog- 
ical Comparative Survey. He 
read quotes from the Moonies’ 
Bible, The Divine Principle and 
contrasted it with what we 
believe according to the Holy 
Bible. The response was quite 
positive. 


Elder Hawthorne’s presentation 
was followed by a response from 
Dr. Leonard Lovett, a brilliant 
scholar, theologian and author 
from California. He shared brief 
remarks about his experience 
with the organization (a ‘‘Moo- 
nie’ affiliate) and the results of 
his research on the subject. 
Then he and Elder Hawthorne 
answered questions posed by 
members of the class. They were 
assisted by some of the bishops 
who were present, including 
Bishop F. D. Washington, 
Bishop Ithiel Clemmons, and 
Bishop P. A. Brooks. 


Following the question and 
answer period, an opportunity 
was given to obtain copies of the 
white paper, which was printed 
in booklet form.

Bishop H. Jenkins Bell, coordi- 
nator for the class, was aware 
of the Moonies and their infil- 
tration of our ranks. After the 
issue was raised in a previous 
class session, Bishop Bell, sen- 
sitive and responsive to the need, 
secured Elder Hawthorne to 
speak to the class.

Many pastors admitted to hav- 
ing been approached by repre- 
sentatives of the Moon organi- 
zation.

MILWAUKEE PASTOR 
VERDELL WALLACE, 
82, STILL PREACHING 
AFTER 50 YEARS 


A Lifetime of Preaching 
Inner City congregation 
salutes longtime pastor

There was a time, said Virdell 
Wallace, when he was a worldly 
man. 


“IT used to gamble,” he said. “T 
used to shoot pool. I used to go 
to the horse races. But I found 
God and gave all that up.” 


That was many years ago. 


Wallace, 82, is being honored 
this weekend for 50 years of 
service to Rehoboth Miracle 
Temple of God in Christ, 2830 
W. Hadley St. He says he is the 
oldest practicing preacher in 
Milwaukee. 


A celebration will be held from 
7:30 to 11 tonight at the church. 
The youth of the 300-member 
congregation will recognize Wal- 
lace beginning at 4:30 p.m. 
Sunday. 


Wallace began preaching as an 
evangelist in 1928, shortly after 
he had come to Milwaukee from 
Louisiana and begun working as 
a laborer. Within a few years he 
was working out of an Inner City 
storefront, one of three God in 
Christ preachers in the area. 


He worked at Allis-Chalmers for 
17 years, saving his money to 
open a real church. 


“T sold my home and my car and 
used all my savings to buy a 
church,” Wallace said. 


That was 1944, and Wallace 
bought the former Romanian 
Jewish Temple at 1801 N. 11th 
St. In 1973, that building was 
razed to make way for an urban 
renewal project and the congre- 
gation moved to its present 
location, which was once the 
Sharon Lutheran Church. 


The God in Christ denomjnation 
is based in Memphis, and has 80 
or 90 churches in the state, 
Wallace said. Wallace is a former 
president of his denomination’s 
state organization and now 
serves as a regional director. 


Through the years the church 
has been active in efforts to help 
the poor of the community. 


“T remember the time when I 
didn’t have a piece of food and 
a man from the soldier’s home 
gave me some,” Wallace said. “I 
never forgot that.” 


In 1974, the congregation reno- 
vated and furnished a church- 
owned home that was used to 
temporarily house families in 
need of emergency shelter. More 
recently, the congregatioon 
began distributing food to the 
needy on Wednesdays. About 
100 boxes are distributed every 


week, he said. 


At times, the neighborhood is a 
rough one, Wallace said. 


The hungry people who come for 
food ‘“‘comé shere looking like 
wolves but they are lambs when 
they are here,’ Wallace said. 
“They’ve never done anything 
but come here for food.” 


Wallace is a firm supporter of 
law and order. 


In 1975, he led an anti-crime 
rally, and he is on good terms 
with all the police officers that 
work in his neighborhood. 


“All of the policemen know me 
and come in to talk to me,” 
Wallace said. “They know I 
stand for righteousness.” 


Wallace described his faith as 
one that is “very strict.” 


“We don’t allow cigarets, chew- 
ing tobacco, dipping snuff or 
chasing women,” Wallace said. 
“And if you steal even a penny, 
you're a rogue.” 


It’s an uphill battle, Wallace 
admits but adds this motto: 


“Tf you fight and you don’t win, 
grit your teeth and try again.” 


Wallace, a committed family 
man, has two daughters. One is 
16 and the other, by a previous 


marriage, is 52, he said. 


Wallace said he had no intention 
of slowing down, despite his age. 


“In a horse race, the last mile 
has to be run the hardest,” 
Wallace said. “I know I’m almost 
83 and I’m in the last mile, but 
I'm going to be running the 
hardest.” 


His health, he said, is excellent. 


“T can run. I can jump. I can 
skip,” Wallace said. “I can do 
anything I want to.” 


Besides, he said, his brother 
Jessie, an evangelist and 
member of the congregation, 
helps out on occasion. 


Jessie Wallace is 94.

(Sorry to report that since our 
visit there, Pastor Cassell has 
passed away). Since the military 
takeover of government earlier 
this year, all funding for Chris- 
tian schools has been cut. We 
had an audience with several of 
the teachers there only to learn 
that they had not been paid their 
meager salary of $250 a month 
for several months. One young 
teacher told us of his plight 
having no shoes to wear and 
begging for food just to survive. 
These men didn’t want to give 
up, and they’re holding on in 
hopes of a brighter tomorrow. 
They need our prayers and 
support. 


We conducted Vacation Bible 


School there and held nightly 
crusades. A father and son were 
won to the Lord. In fact, each 
place we visited and ministered, 
many were blessed, delivered 
and set free! A young woman in 
Lagos, Nigeria claimed healing 
for her eyes and throat after not 
having been able to see for 
several months. God always 
backs-up His Word when it is 
believed. It is a scriptural, Godly 
principle that when His word is 
preached with right believing, 
signs and wonders will follow. 


We were a well rounded group, 
having several fields of exper- 
tise. Everyone was utilized to 
peform and “get the job done” 
that we’d come to do. Request 
had been made by our brothers 
for training in Evangelism and 
Soul Winning, Ministry Gifts, 
Church Organization, Sunday 
School Administration, Doctrine 
and Child Evangelism. We con- 
ducted daily seminars and lec- 
tures covering subjects 
requested. 


Each one of us as His dear child 
has been given some particular 
gift and is, therefore, directly 
responsible to the Lord as to how 
he uses it during his life time. 
In the parable of the talents, 
each servant was given a DIF- 
FERENT amount: “‘To each 
man according to his several 
ability (Matt. 25:14-30). All 
Christ’s servants are therefore 
equal in RESPONSIBILITY, but 
not in ABILITY.

Bishop Smith received his edu- 
cation in the public schools in 
Maxton, North Carolina. He was 
a graduate of State Normal 
College, Fayettville, N.C. and 
received his Doctorate, of Divin- 
ity from Trinity Hall College and 
Seminar in Springfield, Ill. 


Bishop Smith met a young lady 
in 1921, Leanna Patterson, who 
stole his heart and after a brief 
loving courtship, onJuly 15, 1922 
she became Mrs. Leanna Smith. 


Bishop Smith’s wife met Jesus 
and was instrumental in win- 
ning him to the Lord. He became 
a member at 210 Broome Street 
under the late Bishop Wells. 
Bishop Smith was serious about 
his salvation, he was ordained 
as a deacon, called to the min- 
istry, was licensed, ordained and 
was the only Elder to pastor 
from the Broome Street location. 


God gave Bishop Smith a vision 
and Holy Temple Church of God 
in Christ was born in 1941. With 
just one member, his wife, God 
blessed, the membership grew 
and in 1942, he moved to 144 
Court Street, and in 1961 to 16 
Stratford Place. 


Bishop Smith was a hospitable 
man.

Sun- 
day will cap the weekend-long 
celebration. Thirty groups—one 
for each year of the Echoes’ 
history—will make eight- 
minute cameo appearances 
spread over Friday and Saturday 
evenings at Mount Pleasant 


Baptist Church. Soloists Patri- 
cia Barnes and Wintley Phipps, 
the Voices Supreme and the 
Howard University Gospel 
Choir will be among those offer- 
ing their artistry in honor of the 
Tabernacle Echoes’ contribu- 
tions to D.C. gospel. The perfor- 
mances are free. 


The Echoes were the first to take 
gospel music into the Kennedy 
Center and Constitution Hall. 
They have appeared with 
nationally known gospel stars 
like the Hawkins Family and 
Albertina Walker, and their 
seventh album was nominated 
for a Grammy this year. They'll 
open for Whitehead Sunday. 


Lest Whitehead’s account of 
conversion to a “full-time mus- 
ical ministry” leave the impres- 
sion that gospel singers are made 
overnight, she points out that 
she had some 25 years of formal 
musical training behind her 
when she terminated an invest- 
ment of nearly two decades 


working as a surgical nurse to 
“give Him my time.” 


Whitehead began piano lessons 
at age 5 and voice lessons at 7, 
and was soon enrolled in the 
Detroit Conservatory of Music, 
where she studied through high 
school. She was directing Sun- 
day school choirs at 11 and 
church choirs at 16. “I was a 
featured voice and sang with 
these choirs and a litle later I 
was a soloist in the Southern 
Michigan State Choir,’’ she 
recalls. 


As Whitehead tells it, ‘““The Lord 
had a call on my life at an early 
age, but I did not pursue it. I 
thought, “He doesn’t really mean 
that,’ Iloved music, but I wanted 
to be a doctor and I felt like He 
didn’t really mean for me to be 
in music, so I went into medical 
work as a nurse. But I was not 
getting the satisfaction or the 
inner peace.” 


She returned to school to earn 
a degree in voice, music and 
Bible after the 1977 surgery. 
Since she committed her full 
energies to singing the gospel, 
she has won national acclaim. A 
1981 LP with the Donald Vail 
Choraleers, ‘He Decided to Die,” 
was at the top of the gospel 
charts, and Whitehead now 
finds that most of her time is 
committed to solo performances 
and guest appearances with 
choirs. 


“TI knew I had to do better work 
for Him, but I had to qualify 
myself,” she says of her decision 
to return to school. “I had to lean 
on Him when I thought I was 
dying and he said, ‘Not yet--I 
have more for you to do.’ When 
I finally made the step, it was 
a faith walk, it wasn’t a financial 
walk. And He has put me in a 
different dimension, put a fresh 
anointing on my ministry. My 
music has gone in a different 
direction and it has not been the 
same since.”

It was a new and different 
experience in each country we 
visited-adjusting to their cus- 
toms, food, water, mode of dress 
and dialets. Our daily compan- 
ions were lizards, mosquitos and 
any number of other insects and 
flying things. Personal hygiene 
and sleeping facilities proved to 
be quite challenging from day to 
day. Our hearts were touched to 
contribute to one of our brothers 
who was going blind and needed 
glasses. I have a request for a 
trumpet from one young evan- 
gelist and many requests for 
“Dakes” Bibles. The needs are 
great, the souls are hungry, the 
call is NOW for workers-funds- 
HELP. 


After an extensive and progres- 
sive tour in three countries in 
Africa we journeyed on to Lon- 
don, England and Frankfurt, 
Germany. We were able to meet 
with our brothers and sisters in 
Germany and share some of our 
experiences with them. We were 
also blessed to have, for the first, 
time, as international (YOAM) 
team member from Liberia, 
West Africa to travel with us. 


“Where are our black mission- 
aries?’’, was a question we were 
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asked many times. “We’ve had 
white missionaries from time to 
time but never before has a black 
missionary team come to Nige- 
ria, West Africa.” How are the 
unsaved, who lie in the darkness 
of heathenism, ignorance, super- 
stition and indifference to hear, 
if we who have been gifted to 
proclaim the gospel, fail to take 
it to them? 


“And I saw another angel fly in 
the midst of heaven, having the 
everlasting gospel to preach unto 
them that dwell on the earth, 
and to every nation, and kindred, 
and tongue, and people, Saying 
with a loud voice, Fear God, and 
give glory to him; for the hour 
of his judgment is come: and 
worship him that made heaven, 
and earth, and the sea, and the 
fountains of waters.”

I must return to Africa 
to aid my brothers and sisters 
there and to fulfill the great 
commission to “go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel.” 
There is something you can do 
to help spread the gospel abroad. 
The Bible says, ‘‘to whom much 
is given, much is required.’”’ God 
will hold us responsible for the 
salvation of our brothers and 
sisters. 


Join with me in prayers and 
supplications to God as to what 
part He would have each of us 
play in fulfilling the “Great 
Commission.”

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Joe Edward Nelson, one of eleven 
children, was born to Mr. and 
Mrs. James Nelson, June 8, 1919 
in Marlin, Texas. Twelve and a 
half years later, he was saved 
and began preaching in Dallas, 
Texas. 


For more than thirty years 
“Little Joe” traveled the length 
and breadth of America preach- 
ing the unadulterated Gospel of 
Jesus Christ. During his tenure 
of evangelism, thousands of 
souls were saved and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. 


Rev. J. E. Nelson came to Hous- 
ton, Texas, from the state of 
California in the year of 1947. 
After several months of preach- 
ing in various churches of dif- 
ferent denominations, he 
decided to start a church on his 
own. He named it Evangelist 
Temple Church of God in Christ. 
The church, which moved from 
Holman Street to its present 
location in 1973, grew from a 
membership of 12 to over 1200. 


On December 14, 1957, Rev. Joe 
E. Nelson and Ms. Jessie M. 
Nelson were united in Holy 
Matrimony by the late Bishop 
W. G. Law. Sister Nelson was 
avery strong spiritual and moral 
support to her husband and 
worked faithfully and untiringly 
by his side until God called him 
from labor to reward.

Not only was Rev. Nelson a 
dedicated Gospel Preacher, he 
was a man of many dreams and 
God gave him a vision to lead.
